DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1,11, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bienek 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,802,670). With respect to claim 1, Bienek discloses a door closer comprising 
a closer casing with first and second end portions, a pivot unit (24) including a pivot axle (24) 
with a drive end portion (in 17) and a coupling end portion (connected to member adjacent to 
housing 18, not shown in drawings). Bienek also discloses a cam member (17) and a cam 
follower (31). A length variable damping cylinder (portion encased by spring 1) disposed in the 
casing (18) having one end coupled to the cam follower (at 19) and an opposite end anchored to 
the second end portion of the casing (18), The damping cylinder accumulates a restoring force 
upon movement of the cam follower member from the closing position to the open position and 
releases the restoring force to assist movement of the cam follower from the open position back 
to the closing position. 

3. With respect to claims 1 1 and 12, Bienek discloses the cam member (17) to be eccentric 
with respect to the pivot axle and to include a pair of plates (above and below 17, not shown in 
drawings) and a plurality of connecting studs (28, 30) that inter connect the plates and are acted 
upon by the cam member (17). The cam member includes a periphery with a positioning notch 
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(portion of 17 abutting 30, in figure 2, and abutting 28 in figure 3) engaging one of the 
connecting studs (28 or 30) at the open position. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The following references are cited to further show the state of the art with respect to 
cam actuated closing mechanisms: Bejarano et al, Watabe, Tillmann et al, Brown, Chen, and 
Park et al.
